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Reasons for Allowance 



4. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance of independent claim 
1: 

Claim 1 recites the limitation of a power transmission apparatus of motor vehicles 
comprising an engine, a gear change apparatus, an electric rotary machine connected to an output 
shaft of said engine and a clutch provided on an input shaft or an output shaft of said gear change 
apparatus to adjust a transmission torque, which is transmitted from said input shaft to said 
output shaft during a period of changing torque transmission courses. This limitation, in 
combination with the other limitations of claim 1, were not found in the prior art. 

While Peterson, et al, US Patent 6,251,042 teaches many of the limitations of claim 1, 
Peterson fails to teach that the transmission torque is "adjusted" by a clutch during a period of 
changing torque transmission courses. As noted by Applicant on sheets 3 and 4 of paper 17, the 
clutches, or synchronizers (44, 46, 48 and 50) of Peterson do not "adjust" a transmission torque. 
The word "adjust" is defined by Webster's Collegiate Dictionary, 10th Edition as: "to bring to a 
more satisfactory state". This implies that a "state", such as "transmission torque" must already 
be present and is merely being "adjusted", or changed. The plate clutch 14 of the Instant 
Application allows gradual application of torque such that during a period of changing torque 
transmission courses the torque may be "adjusted", while the "clutches", or synchronizers of 
Peterson do not allow this torque "adjustment".

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5. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance of independent claims 
3 and 4: 

Claim 3 recites the limitation of a power transmission apparatus of motor vehicles 
comprising an engine, a gear change apparatus, an electric rotary machine connected to an output 
shaft of said engine wherein the output of the electric rotary machine is provided with a clutch. 
This limitation, in combination with the other limitations of claim 3, were not found in the prior 
art. 

While Peterson, et al, US Patent 6,25 1,042 teaches many of the limitations of claim 3, 
Peterson fails to teach that the output of the electric rotary machine (16) is provided with a 
clutch. 

Claim 4 contains a similar limitation.
